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Sir: 
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In response to the Office Action mailed October 31 , 2007, Applicants 
respectfully elect Specie I (an organic polymer which is polyvinyl pyrrolidone). It is 
respectfully submitted that, of the claims presently pending in the above-identified 
application which have not previously been withdrawn from consideration, claims 1, 
3-9, 27-30, 33-35 read on the elected Specie I. Moreover, note that claims 7 and 8 
recite that the organic polymer is polyvinyl pyrrolidone. 

On page 2 of the Office Action mailed October 31, 2007, the Examiner 
indicates that claim 1 is generic. Upon allowance of a generic claim, it is respectfully 
submitted that claims of Species II and III are to be re-joined in the above-identified 
application and be allowed to issue in a U.S. patent issuing therefrom. 

In view of all of the foregoing, examination of claims reading on Specie I (that 
is, claims 1, 3-9, 27-30, 33-35), in due course, are respectfully requested. 
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To the extent necessary, Applicants hereby petition for an extension of time
